Constitutional Authority- 

Would Iho public be Bnrprised to 
learn that the prosoot editor of tho 
ObatrnctioniBL's organ and tho 'li'itle 
man' who, four of livo years ago, went 
to San Francisco for tbo express pur« 
posoof selling his country ior American 
gold aro identical? Would tho public 
basurpriBod to loam that this «amc 
•Jlttlo man' has now tho check to sot 
himself up as tbo great conservator and 
interpreter of tbo Constitution 1 Yet 
it is even so. The opinion of the 
Attorney-General, tho Provincial Seen 
retary (himselt a barrister), tho Chief 
Commissioner (also a barrister), and 
the ten Independent, members of tho 
Honae most go for nothing. Tho Ob- 
structionists (nolo legal mind amougst 
them) possess a monopoly of legal 
aoumen, as they alone are moved by 
a conscientious and loyal zeal to guard 
tho CooBtitutiou 1 At least such is tho 
preposition sought to bo establiahed by 
our local contemporary in another 
column and a half of windy rant. But 
tho point made in our last nrtiolo 
upon this part ot tho subject 
is, as might bo expected, care- 
fully avoided. The contention ot 
of tho Obstructionists aa well aa of 
their orgau is that to placo Messrs Mara 
and Todd in their seats without there- 
turn of the olection writ was a gross 
violation cf the Constitution. But it 
occurs to us to HBk bow it was that thoso 
Obstructionists; were quite ready, nay 
seemingly eager, to join in tho immediate 
passage of a JBill for tho purpose of 
plaoing these gentleman in thoir scats 
without the writ? It requires id

under tho 'Controverted Elections Act,' 
•wheroas, if seated by resolution; thoy 
■would be in tho sama position in that 
respeot as if the writ had been returned, 
"Will the organ of tho Obstructionists 
explain how it was that, while refusing 
to violate tho Constitution by resolution, 
thoy were willing to violate it in a 
more important sense by Bill tbat 
is assuming that they are correct in tho 
contention tbat to seat tbo Kootenay 
members without tbo writ was a viola- 
tion of the Constitution, Wo can (supply 
the answer. The Obstructionists bad 
ascertained that tbo JuDotouay repre« 
eentatives would sit on the Croes-bonch- 
6s, and would vo e against any factious 
attempt to upsat tho Ministry and 
poBsibly let into ottioo men wuobo high- 
est politioal motto is 'To tho victors 
belong the spoils' I Thoy knew that 
to Beat these representatives by Bill 
promised tho delay they sought ; aud 
hence it was that they preferred a Bill 
to a resolution. In order that tbo 
reader may not aocuso us of judging 
tho motivos of tho Obstructionists 
uncharitably, It may bo mentioned that 
an intimation waa conveyed to tbo 
Kootenay members that if they would 
promisoto support the Obstructionists 
in certain moa=nres no opposition would 
be offered to tbeir being seated. But 
why multiply words ? The public know 
the loading Obstructionists too well not 
to feel convinced that all this protended 
zeal lor ttio Constitution is tho morcst 
clap-trap tbo most arrunt hypocrasj.

POLL TAX. 

Mr Robson moved tho following Resolui 
tion : — 

' That an bumble address be presented to 
His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, 
praying that early stops may be taken lor the 
purpose of enquiring into tho constitutionality 
of a collection of the Poll Tax, by the State 
of California, from British Subjects entering 
that State. 

The hou mover thought there would bo no 
occasion to take up the time of Iho Lloueo 
with any lengthened remarks. A tax of $5 
was collected upon British subjects every 
time they wont to San Francisco. Tho tax 
vim oiio which lell heavily upon members of 
this community who had occasion frequently 
to visit San Francisco. But it was not the 
amount so much as the iuvidiousness of tho 
impost that was felt. There was reason to | 
bolisvo that tho tax was unconstitutional upon 
two grounds. It would bo tho prerogative of 
tho Federal, not ihe Stato Government, to 
iniposo a tnx of this uaturo. For tho Federal 
Govornnient to imposs such a tax upon sub- 
jects of Great Britain would bo a violation 
of treaty obligations. Ho believed it wus 
only necossary to bavo tho attention of Her 
MajoBty's Government called to tho subject 
in order to have tho tax discontinued, and 
tho resolution before the Houso proposed to do 
that in ihe only way open to us. 

Mr Heaven said that tho system complained 
of by tho hon member (or Nanftimo had ex- 
isted too long already, and ho believed that 
it was only aeceiBary to refer tho matter to 
tho Canadian Government who would sec.uro 
redress from tho Washington Government. 
No doubt tbo tax was unconstitutional. Tho 
State of Nevada a short time ngo tried to 
impose a poll tax of $1 similar in its operation ; 
lint a caso was tested and the tax was deolar> 
od to bo illegal, Tho lax was unjust and an 
institutional and ho had great pleasure in 
Seconding the motion of tho hon member for 
Nannimo. 

Hon Mr Holbrook said that upon reference 
to the American Constitution ho wns auro tho 
tax was illegal. Tho hon gentleman read ex- 
tracts Iroui tho American Constitution to show 
that no Slato could lay an import or export 
.duty on goods without tho consont of Don- 
KiroBfl and that it did not cotno within tho 
province of any State to tax parties coming 
intojt. Tho lax was another argument imfnvcr 
of direct railway communication with tho 
Bast by British Jolumbia. 

Tho resolution was carried unanimously.
